A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than

The grape is the berry of 

any vine of the Vitaceae 
family, which has leaves 
with tendril bearing stems, 
sweet-smelling flowers and 
fruits that grow in clusters. 

The European, or wine, 
grape is one of the oldest 
of all cultivated plants and 
is found in all temperate 
zonas. The Egyptians grew 
them in their far-flung em¬ 
pire. The Bible mentions 
grapes and wine in both the 
Old and New Testaments. 

The European grape was 
first introduced into this 
country by Lord Baltimore 
in 1616. Viticulture is the 
term used' to describe the 
cultivation of the vine. 

To make wine all you 
have to do is crush fresh, 
ripe grapes, and the juice 
will turn to wine in time. 

This happens partly as a 
result of that frosty bloom 
you see on the skin of the 
grape, which contains wild 
wine yeasts. The other part 
is that grapes contain the 
optimum amount of sugar 
to turn info a pleasing 
drink. No other fruit or ber¬ 
ry on earth has these yeasts 
and the correct amount of 
sugar, for spontaneous nat¬ 
ural vintage. 

These wild-wine yeasts 
just appear in the air, a 
different grouping in every 
vineyard. Somehow they sort 
themselves out every year, 
and around 100,000 of the 
right kind collect an the 
skin of each grape, waiting 
their chance to turn the su¬ 
gar inside into alcohol. 

The origin of wine goes 
back so far that we have no 
records of when or where 
the first wine was made. 

There are evidences in ar¬ 
chaeological discoveries that 
it was known in the Near 
East as long as 10,000 to 
12,000 years ago. Ancient 
Egyptian frescoes depict 
scenes of grape harvesting 
and wine making.

In more recent times, Eur¬ 
opean colonizers transport¬ 
ed the oustom to Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, and' South 
America.

A slight 
change in the chemical con¬ 
tent of the soil or the slant 
of the sun’s rays can affect 
the wine’s distinctive char¬ 
acteristics.

If the television networks 
want to present an accurate 
account of life inside a North 
Vietnamese prison, they can 
interview the handful of 
Americans who have been re¬ 
leased as an international 
political gesture. One of these 
former prisoners of war is 
Lt. Col. Norris M. Overly, 
USAF, who was shot down 
over North Vietnam in 1967 
and spent five months in 
communist captivity. 

In a recent talk at the an¬ 
nual Air Force Association 
meeting, Col. Overly told how 
he was wired to a 50-gallon 
oil drum and transported 
across the country. Women, 
children and old people, he 
reported, “would pick up 
rocks and come right up to 
you and bash you in the 
face.” 

Col. Overly was confined 
for a time in a little hut divi¬ 
ded into 12 bamboo cells. He | 
was placed in one of these 
cells, lying oin his stomach 
with h i s feet in wooden 
stocks. His arms were tied 
behind him with wet ropes. 
He was forced to stay in this 
position for 29 days. 

Arriving at the main POW 
prison in Hanoi, Col. Overly 
was placed in a tiny cell. 
Many of the cells have leg 
irons on the bed boards. The 
prison routine is arranged in 
such a way that the prison¬ 
ers don’t see each other and 
have no way of buttressing 
their morals by a group pre¬ 
sence. During the day, the 
prisoners are exposed to end¬ 
less propaganda broadcasts. 
"This is what our men have 
been going through,” Col. 
Overly said, “some for as 
long as six years.” 

While American New Left 
spokesmen regularly visit 
Hanoi and report the prison¬ 
ers are being well-treated, 
Col. Overly described the true 
conditions.

He chose to make a hard effort to cut spend¬ 
ing, however several members of the Legislature are ob¬ 
jecting to any cuts in Welfare, Medical or other areas in 
the bureaucratic monolith in Sacramento.

When “out” meant distant 
and far away, and a man 
couldn’t sue yo,u for calling 
him "gay.” 


Methadrine acts by stim¬ 
ulating the release of .no¬ 
repinephrine, a substance 
stored in nerve endings. The 
result is a speeding up of 
the heart action and me¬ 
tabolic processes. 


“It is estimated that 150,- 
000 young persons are tak¬ 
ing methadrine in Los An¬ 
geles County. From our 
studies we feel that at least 
ten percent of them have 
or will develop the disease 
as a result of this drug 
abuse. Without treatment or 
discontinuance of drugs, ne¬ 
crotizing angitis is fatal. 
There is no correlation be¬ 
tween how long one takes 
methadrine and the degree 
of the disease. Nobody is 
safe. 


The report was made in 
a paper authored bv B. Phil¬ 
ip Citon, M.D., chief of Clin¬ 
ical Gastroenterology and 
Assistant Professor of Medi¬ 
cine. The report was pub¬ 
lished this month in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. 


“Many persons start by 
taking methadrine orally,” 
said Dr. Citron, “arid' then 
begin injecting it. When in¬ 
jected into a vein, there is 
an intense feeling of well 
being and heightened 
awareness. Although the 
drug is not addictive, one 
•builds up a tremendous tol¬ 
erance for amphetamines so 
that larger and larger doses 
are required. Illness can re¬ 
sult if one abruptly stops 
taking the drug.” 


The disease is known as 
necrotizing angilitis, which 
causes inflamatory changes 
around the blood vessels, re¬ 
sulting in blockage or bulg¬ 
ing of the arteries and af¬ 
fecting organ function. 

The organ most severely 
affected by the disease is 
generally the kidney, lead¬ 
ing to renal failure and 
death. The disease was also 
found to affect the liver, 
pancreas, stomach, small 
bowel, colon, and heart. 


“Deaths occurring in 
young people using a varie¬ 
ty of drugs often have re¬ 
mained unexplained. The 
occurrence of necrotizing 
angiitis which resulted in 
the deaths of four of the 
14 patients brings into sharp 
focus the lethal character 
of the disease. It is impor¬ 
tant to stress that five of 
the fourteen patients ob¬ 
served were entirely free of 
symptoms when diagnosed.” 


The disease of the arteries 
is difficult and expensive 
to diagnose, according to Dr. 
Citron. Atthe LAC/USC Med¬ 
ical Center the disease was 
diagnosed by the use of spe¬ 
cial x-ray techniques to vis¬ 
ualize the blood vessels. 
This revealed both, the scar¬ 
ring and the ballooning of 
the artery walls. 


This is the first time doc¬ 
tors have been able to point 
to a specific disease asso¬ 
ciated with ‘“.speed” which 
belongs to a group of drugs 
known as amphetamines. 
These stimulants are often 
prescribed in diet pills, and 
among young persons they 
are known as speed, pep 
pills, and bennies. 


Dr. Citron said that the 
disease, whose cause in un¬ 
known, has been thought to 
be relatively uncommon and 
was previously generally 
found only in persons over 
forty. However, the patients 
observed at the LAC/USC 
Medical Center ranged in 
age from 17 to 47, with an 
average age of 25. 


The fourteen persons in¬ 
volved in the report had 
used a variety of narcotics, 
hallucinogens, stimula n t s 
and sedatives. The combina¬ 
tion of heroin and metham¬ 
phetamine or LSD and me¬ 
thamphetamine were in 
common, usage among them. 


Fourteen patients observ¬ 
ed with the disease all had 
a history of drug abuse 
ranging from three months 
to five years. Methamphe¬ 
tamine (methadrine) was 
the drug most commonly 
used by all the patients, 
four of whom died. 


He termed the disease as 
“irreversible” but added 
that no further progress of 
the disease was seen in 
those patients who stopped 
using drugs. He added, how¬ 
ever, that the inflamatory 
changes in the arteries do 
,n,ot disappear with the 
healing. With healing, there 
is scarring and occasional¬ 
ly weakening of the arteryi
